The '804 patent teaches the use of genetically engineered Ig's, wherein the resulting Ig 
has Fc receptor binding region and a variable region replaced with an antigen associated with 
autoimmune disease wherein said Ig is to be used to down regulate the autoimmune disease (see 
abstract, page 5 lines 26-33, in particular). 

The claimed invention is anticipated by the prior art teachings.
